‘Brink of Extinction’ Reached, 
Says Ruling Party in China 


‘Floods, Banditry, Civil Warfare and Anti- 


Chinese Riots Listed in Category of Woes 
Threatening Oriental Nation’s Life.

SHANGHAI, China, Aug. 
(UP)—A declaration that the Chinese 
nation is “on the brink of complete 
extinction,” as a result of floods, civil 

warfare, banditry and anti-Chinese 


riots in Korea, was made today by 
the central executive committee of the 
people’s party. 

The executive committee, which 
heads the only political party in 
China, similar to the Russian com- 
munist party, called upon the nation 
to unite to overcome “the woes of man 
and nature,” the Kuo Min News 
agency said. 

The committe said 16 provinces pop- 
ulated by more than 50,000,000 per- 
sons were suffering from the flood, 
which was followed by famine aud 
pestilence. It pointed out that the un- 
precedented floods had followed bandit

er disturbances which “are exhausting

“Whether our country can survive 
this crisis will depend on the last su- 
preme effort of the nation,” the mani- 
festo said.

The report of an official investigat- 
ing committee in Korea said 119 per- 
sons had been killed and 370 others 
injured in fighfing which was blamed 
by the Chinese on “negligence of Ja- 
pan.’

EA-GONVICT HELD 
N LAND SWINDLE 


‘Alleged Victims of E. F. 
Hoffman Include Attor- 


ney-General Napier. 


More than 13 Atlantans and three 
hotels are alleged to have been the 
victims in a bunco game carried out 
here by Edward F. Hoffman, former 
federal prisoner, who was arrested by 
federal authorities in Miami Wednes- 
day, according to revelations from the 
office of Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin Wednesday night. The coun- 
ty authorities have been workiag on 
the matter for more than two wteks: 

Hoffman was arrested by the fed- 
eral agents on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud. According to Clint 
W. Hager, federal district attorney, 
he will be brought here to face that 
charge. Mr. Boykin stated that his 
office has received more than 13 com- 
plaints from private citizens. and 
complaints from three hotels, and that 
an investigation has been under way 
in an effort to place the matter he- 
fore the grand jury seeking indict- 
iments for “larceny through trick.” 
Though, according to Mr. Boykin, 
Hoffman was 2 man of many “rack- 
ets’ the one for which he is now 
under arrest and in which he is al- 
leged to have ensnared more than a 
dozen Atlantans was a land swindle. 
Mr. Hager outlined the game briefly, 
saying that Hoffman posed as an 
intimate friend of John Ringling, own- 
er of. Ringling Brothers circus, and 
stated that he could buy the Island 
of Wight. 32 miles from Savannah, 
for $100,000 and sell it to Ringlin 
for $400,000, thus realizing $3 $300,000 
profit. Ringling, he said, would use 
the island for winter quarters. In 
doing this he would need money for 
preliminary work. Persons who would 
advance him this money, Hoffman is 
alleged to have promised, would re- 
ceive a cut in on the $300,000. 

The list of alleged victims includes 
George M. Napier, attorney-general 
of Georgia. The federal authorities 
‘stated that Hoffman presented the 
scheme to Dr. J. H. Walton, of De- 
'ecatur, and through him met Mr. Na-

day denied that he had paid any

Democrats Vote More

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 26.—(4)— 
Tammany today warned Governor 
Roosevelt and the Seabury investigat- 
ing committee that “those who have 
tried to probe into affairs that ‘didn’t 
concern them—will receive a lesson 
thet will not seon: be forgotten.”

Senator Goes to Washing- 

ton To Line Up Col- 
leagues in Effort To 
Halt 1932 Production.

Senator Walter F. George left here 
Wednesday for Washington to confer 
with the federal farm board over his 
proposal that farmers be paid 12 
cents a pound for their cotton, half 
of it in cash now and the other six 
cents per pound in October, 1932, pro- 
vided the farmers carry out promises 
not to plant cotton next year. 

The conference with the farm board 
will be held in Washington Friday. 
Before leaving here Wednesday after- 
noon the senator said he had invited 
other southern senators to join him 
for the purpose of considering with 
the board his plan for marketing the 
1931 cotton crop “and any other con- 
structive program.’ 

Senator George said that he will 
urge the board “to decide at once 
whether or not the board can be in- 
duced to follow the suggestions here- 
tofore made.” 

The senator had previously sent his 
suggestion to President Hoover and 
the farm board. In his wire to the 
farm board he said: 

“In present acute emergency let me 
urge the board to announce immediate- 
ly that it will pay six cents cash and 
issue certificates in large amount, due 
October 1, next year, for middling cot- 
ton grown and owned by actual plant- 
ers who will agree not to plant, fi- 
nance or permit to be planted, cotton 
on any lands controlled by them in 
1932. I suggest 12 cents, but urge con- 
sideration of (principle of any fair 
basis.” 

In his telegram at the same time 
to President Hoover, the senator said: 

“Have urged farm board to pay six 
eents cash basis for middling cotton 
and issue-certificates in large amount 


\ due Octébder 1, 1932, to actual plant- 


ers who will agree not to plant or 
permit to be planted cotton on lands 
controlled by them next year. The 
same principle can be applied to 
wheat. The emergency is acute and 
widespread and unless the board acts 
vigorously, earnestly urge a special 
session of congress.’

U. S. To Investigate

Bankers Examined by 
Committee Reported To 
Have Verified Shifting 
of Monies Figuring in 
Anti-Smith Campaign. 


FUNDS “JUGGLED,” 
DILL DECLARES 


Officials of Two Finan- 
cial Institutions Appear 
Before Senate Investi- 
gating Group. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(4)— 
Testimony received by the senate cam- 
paign funds .committee today led 
Chairman Nye to say Bishop James 
Cannon Jr. deposited political contri- 
butions in his private checking ac- 
count during the 1928 campaign. 

The Southern Methodist churchman 
headed the Virginia anti-Smith forces. 
The present investigation was prompt- 
ed by charges of Representative Tink- 
ham, republican, Massachusetts, that 
he failed to account as required -by 
law for all the funds contributed for 
his use against the Smith candidacy. 

After examining witnesses on the 
bishop’s financial transactions, Sen- 
ator Nye said the testimony revealed 
$9,500 had been transferred from the 
Cannon account as chairman of the 
anti-Smith forces to his personal ac- 
count in another bank. 

Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton, referred at one time during the 
tracing of checks to “the juggling of 
funds involved, here.” 

In “Personal Account.” 

Later, in reply to @ “protest by 
Bishop Cannon’s counsel at thé-trend 
of inquiry, he asserted the bishop had 
put campaign contributions in his 


“nersonal account,’ had inter-checked 
these accounts and used one against 
the other. 

The committee today examined the 
records of the Citizens Bank and 
Trust Company, of Blackstone, Va., 
where Bishop Cannon had one of his 
several bank accounts. 


Nye said these showed Bishop Can- 
non paid off $5,000 in notes against 
him or which bore his name between 
June 1, 1928, and March 2, 1929. 
John H. Booker, cashier of the bank, 
said this was true. 

Booker identified a letter he receiv- 
ed in October, 1928, from Bishop Can- 
non saying he was placing $8, held 
in trust for the Newspaper Supply 
Company, of Richmond, Va,, in the 
First National Bank of Biackstone 
for an interest rate bearing certifi- 
cate of deposit. 

Senator Nye produced a cashiers 
check for $8,000 on the Lawyers 
Trust Company, of New York, which 
he said Bishop Cannon placed in the 
Blackstone bank in exchange for the 
certificate of deposit. He said the 
number of this check was the same 
as that of a cashier’s check drawn

The 1931 session of the state legis- 
lature appropriated $438,020 less in 
1922 and $464.520 leas for 1933 than 
appropriated in 1930 for Georgia's 
nine penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions.

A man who writes for many newspapers cannot be a partisan. 

His job is to entertain, instruct, ‘or merely suggest ideas that will 
prompt his readers to exercise their wits. 

He makes mistakes, as all men do, but he never makes a careless 


statement. 


When he has covered one phase of a subject as well as he 


can in one short article, she reviews his product sentence by ‘sentence 
and asks himself: “Is that exactly true: Can you prove that by logic or 


evidence? 


Is it so clear and simple that children can understand it?”’ 


Even so, he will be called to task—by some who read between the 
lines instead of judging each statement as it is written, and by others 
who forget that an article of 600 words makes no pretense of exhausting 


the subject. 

Brickbats and bouquets are part of his job. 

And that brings us to the point, which is that articles on conditions 
in Russia bring a greater response of praise,and censure than any other. 

That in itself is astonishMg, but there ts another revelation stranger 
still. 

The writer has no personal interest in Russia’s success or failure— 
except as it affects truth and liberty. He merely reports and interprets 
authenticated facts that seem of sufficient importance to interest readers, 

But readers who are moved to reply are fervid partisans. They hate 
the scheme of things in Russia, or they hate all crities of the scheme. 

And here is the astonishing thing. Of those who resent criticism of 
Russia, the majority point out America’s faults and say: ‘What right has 
anybody to knock Russia when this country is so full of rottenness? 
Let Russia alone and clean up this vile place.” 

Do you realize the significance of that? 

It is as though a man should say to his brother: “Quit discussing the_ 
affairs of the neighbors and point out the rottenness in our family. Our 
own kin are the worst of all people.” | ' 

Do you realize how many people in America hate the country? 

Do you realize that those who hate the country are more zealous in 
winning converts than those who love it?
